NO 'UNSEATED' LANDS 



Attention of Borough property own- 
ers is called by Tax Collector Edwin 
]'. Dold to a new act passed by the 
State Legislature making a drastic 
change in the method of collection of 
delinquent taxes. 

According to this law, properties on 
which taxes are unpaid by May 1 of 
the year following that for which they 
are levied, will be subject to lien. 

This act virtually takes the matter 
out of the tax collector's hands as he 
is required to make a return to the 
county commissioners of all unpaid 
taxes. 

A recent interpretation by the coun- 
ty authorities declared that there were 
no unseated lands in Montgomery 
County, which means that any proper- 
ties, whether improved with real es- 
tate or in any other way, are classed 
as seated lands, and subject to the 
jurisdiction of the new act. 

While Mr. Dold, the Borough Tax 
Collector, is not required to make pub- 
lic announcement of such a change in 
the law, he is doing it in accordance 
with his policy of keeping taxpayers 
informed of measures affecting their 
interests.

Rev. Andrew 
Much, pastor of the Bryn Mawr Pres- 
byterian Church, presided. Dr. Mutch 
has been actively connected with this 
organization since its inception more 
than eighteen years ago.

This territory, while all a part of 
Lower Merion Township, is not 
closely related to any of the above 
mentioned communities which it ad- 
joins. The new association proposes 
to create a new Main Line community, 
distinct from those now existing.

influential part of the district covered 
by this organization. Mr. Kieffer has 
been an active member of the Execu 
tive Committee for ten years. At dif 
ferent times he has filled special offices 
notably that of chairman of the finance 
committee, and for the last two years 
that of vice-president. Mr. Kieffer i; 
well informed as to the policies, aim; 
and ideals of the organization. Th( 
vice-presidents are Rev. Samuel Mac 
Adams, of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, Narberth, and Rev. Ernest C 
Earp, of the Church of the Redeemer 
Bryn Mawr. Edward Y. Hartshornc 
Haverford, and Curtis L. Clay, Ard 
more, will continue to serve as treas 
urcr and secretary, respectively. 

Miss Alice H. Ambler, exccuti-i 
secretary, reported the activities of tin 
organization during the year and some 
of the social problems that had beei 
confronted in expressing Christiai 
neighborliness. She stated that 610 
persons or families had received serv 
ice in some form. Miss Ambler ex 
pressed appreciation not only of tin 
inspiration and counsel given her bj 
the officers and executive committee 
but of the fine spirit of co-operatior, 
existing between the social agencie- 
in the community. The social welfare 
work on the Main Line could not bi 
done cfTectivelv if it were not for tin 
combined efforts of the churches 
clubs, schools, public and privatt 
agencies, professional and busines; 
men and other individuals all eager tc 
extend a helping hand to their less for 
tunate neighbors. Unemployment and 
ills resulting from it are perhaps the 
most acute problems at present with 
which the Federation is grappling and 
is seeking the aid of business men ol 
the community to solve. 

Dr. Mutch spoke appreciatively of 
the services rendered the organization 
bv Miss Evelina C. Walbaum and Mrs 
Harold How who, though they no 
longer carry the responsibility of ex 
ecutive-secretaryship, do continue to 
contribute freely of their time, energ) 
and counsel. The fact that move 
money is spent by this organization 
for what is usually termed overhead 
expense than that for actual financial 
relief to families is as it should be. 
according to Dr. Mutch. He believes 
that fundamental causes of social ills 
should be sought, in addition to apply- 
ing financial emergency remedies; thai 
it is better to help a family budget its 
income wisely than to pay rent foi 
them; that it is better to help untangle 
domesic difficulties than to financialb 
support broken homes, though more 
time and eifort is required on the pari 
of the staff visitor. The service ren- 
dered by the social service department 
of this organization cannot be meas- 
ured in dollars and cents. 

Edward Y. Hartshornc read the 
treasurer's report. During the mail) 
years Mr. Hartshornc has served sc 
faithfully as treasurer, the budget has 
grown from $800 to $16,000. Mr 
Hartshornc stated that the organiza- 
tion had commenced the year with a 
serious financial handicap. There was- 
but a balance from 1928 of $1 and a 
temporary loan had to be made. In 
spite of this, the deficit was made up 
by the finance committee so that the 
books were closed January 1 with a 
balance on hand.

Some time ago there appeared in this paper a signed story calling 
attention to the evils and injustice resulting from the sale of properties 
for past due county taxes without the knowledge of the holder of the 
property. This situation, while flagrantly unjust to those caught in its 
meshes, has been rectified by recent legislation requiring notification of 
the present owner of the property, so that it may not be sold out from 
under him without his knowledge. 

Now conies announcement of a new act of the State Legislature, 
under the terms of which properties may be liened after May 1, if taxes 
for the year immediately preceding remain unpaid. 

Tax Collectors and Township Treasurers (who perform this office 
in Townships) are not required by law to give the public notification 
of any such new laws as the one described above. It is to the credit of 
Narberth and Lower Merion that men of the public-spirited caliber of 
Edwin P. Dold and Peter C. Hess are occupying these offices and pur- 
suing their duties to the advantage of every resident. 

It may not be superfluous to note again that in the opinion of the 
County Commissioners there is no "unseated" land in Narberth or in 
Montgomery County for that matter. Hence the new law, specifying 
"seated" lands, is applicable to all properties in the County, improved 
or unimproved. 



Rural 

Some residents of Wynnewood, Narberth, Merion and Cynwyd are 
determined that in days to come the present beauties of rural sections 
shall be something more than pleasing visions of a Don't You Remember 
Association of Old-Timers. 

The Penn Valley Association, recently organized, is a heartening 
sign of the times. It is frankly the beginning of a society for the pres- 
ervation of the beautiful in nature. It is composed of practical men who, 
while thoroughly appreciating the value of good motorcars, smooth roads 
and adequate filling stations, yet know that a rustic bridge over a purling 
stream is sometimes of more importance than a six-car pike and a gaso- 
line palace. 

I Even as the highways of the future will avoid the centers of large 

cities — and the trend is already in that direction — so will they in the 
future avoid disturbing the charms of small communities, residential 
spots that seek to preserve the original atmosphere of rustic peace and 
calm. 

There is going to be greater distinction between highways and by- 
ways; highways for speed and byways for the leisurely appreciation of 
natural beauties.

\fcrion Meeting House, the 
oldest house of worship in the 
State of Pennsylvania, was built 
in 1695. The land was sold to 
the congregation for the sum of 
$2.50. The building's original 
stone walls are covered up with 
a coat of stucco added in 1829. 

Two pegs are pointed out 
within the building upon which 
William Penn is supposed to 
have hung his hat when preach- 
ing there to a Welsh congrega- 
tion, many of whom could not 
understand him.

American Education Turns 
Out 'Human Robots' 



Education in America has failed, ac- 
cording to Dr. W. W. Comfort, presi- 
dent of Haverford College, who ad- 
dressed members of the Matinee Musi- 
cal Club Tuesday at a luncheon at the 
Belle vue-Stratford. 

This country has placed an over- 
emphasis on vocational education, and 
as a result is turning out "human ro- 
bots" who rush madly about seeking 
pleasure, but failing to find real spirit- 
ual satisfaction, the educator asserted. 

"Education in America has failed for 
three reasons," Dr. Comfort told the 
women. "First of all educators have 
new material to work on every year 
and have to start fresh at the bottom 
in seeking perfection. Second, there 
are so many seeking an education here 
who are not capable of obtaining one. 
Thirdly, there is a complete lack of 
.•my substantial agreement here on what 
education really means. 

"There is a tendency to vocatioualize 
all education here. But vocational edu- 
cation is narrow and intense and strict- 
ly limited. It is possible to be success- 
ful in a vocation and yet to be a com- 
plete dumbbell in all other ways. 

"This type of vocational education 
does not fit men for living. We are 
running the chance here of losing all 
capacity of enjoying our leisure time. 

"In America we have to go out, 
dash, or rush about to spend a lot of 
money before we are conscious of any 
kind of pleasure."
